The Roberts’ canyon trail 
was completed last winter arid the 
completion of the Sawpit trail closes 
the gap in the circular route which 
taps the Rincon forest areas.

Under no circumstances 
should patients spit about indiscrimi¬ 
nately.

It is a filthy habit and endan- 
| gers the lives of others. 

| Every room or house in which a 
' tubercular patient lives should be 
fumigated under the direction of the 
board of health at least once a month. 
Every room or house left by a patient 
should be fumigated by the board of 
health before it is occupied by anyone 
else. In doing this the house or room 
should be tightly sealed and formalda- 
hyde fumer should be allowed to pene¬ 
trate every crevice. Ordinances should 
also be passed making compulsory the 
registration of patients with any bron¬ 
chial trouble necessary. 

More than this, public sentiment 
should be so aroused that state sanitar¬ 
iums for indigent tubercular patients 
should be established in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia and New Mexico. There they 
could be properly cared for and a great 
public menace removed. We have in¬ 
sane asylums, orphanages, small pox 
hospitals etc. Why not have state 
tubercular sanatoriums?
